San Diego Makes | 
Immunization Record. 


The Department of Health of the 
city of San Diego has, during the past 
few years been very active in carrying 
out a policy of general immunization 
against diphtheria and smallpox. The 
results of the work undertaken are 
shown in the following report: 

A reference to the contagious dis- 
ease records of the Health Depart- 
ment reveals an interesting compara- 
tive study of the effect and results 
from immunization. 

For the purpose of this study, three 
major contagious diseases were 
chosen, namely: diphtheria, smallpox 
and scarlet fever. Immunization against 


diphtheria and smallpox having been 
carried on actively while no work of 
this character has been performed | 


against scarlet fever. 
DIPHTHERIA. 
The diphtheria work while inaugu- 
rated late in December, 1925, did not 


vain real headway until ‘the succeeding 


year. The work has continually in- 
creased: until, at the present time, | 
4800 persons have received complete 
immunization. The result of the work 
is reflected by the case reports of the 
Substantial de- 
Suc- 
ceeding year. A comparative tabula- 
tion of the three diseases mentioned 


may be found later of tw this article. |

The main portion of the work has 
been performed in the city schools 
where the children may be easily 
handled in groups. Treatment was 
given only upon the presentation of 
a request card signed by a parent or 
guardian. 

Although a considerable number of 
administrations were given in a com- 
paratively short period of time, no 
‘reactions or untoward. conditions of 
any sort were encountered, — 

All cases of diphtheria have been 
carefully checked, and to date only 
one case has appeared —— those 
immunized. 

The Health Department. making 
every effort to make San Diego a 
‘diphtheria free city by the veut 1930. 


SM ALLPOX. 


During the past three years upward 
of 50,000 immunizations against small- 
pox have been given. The result 
shown by the records was very ob- 
vious as only three cases were reported 
during the year 1927, all in persons 
who had received contact outside of 
the county. During the present year 
only seven cases have been reported, 
five of which received contact outside 
of the city. 

The immunization evithe for diph- 
theria and smallpox are those with 
the Health Department alone and does 
not include work performed by physi- 
While the 
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records of physicians are not avail- 
able, we are convinced from our ob- 
servation of their activities, that as a 
whole, the physicians of the city have 
done more of this work than the local 
department. 


SCARLET FEVER. 


Immunization against scarlet fever 
has not been attempted by the Health 
Department primarily on account of 
the expense involved, and secondarily 
on account of the fact that permanent 
immunity is not conferred through the 
administration of the scarlet fever im- 
munizing agent. | 
It has been pointed out that the 
case reports for diphtheria have con- 
stantly decreased and that the small- 
pox reports are very low, while on the 
other hand, the scarlet fever cases 
have shown a steady increase each 
year. 

An interesting table showing the de- 
crease in diphtheria and the increase 
in scarlet fever cases during the past 
two and one-half years follows:

Child Dies 
Of Rabies. 

A three-year-old child, in Pasadena, 
died recently of rabies. After the 
symptoms of the disease appeared it 
was learned that the child had been 
bitten by a dog two months before. 
The diagnosis of rabies was confirmed 
bacteriologically by the Pasadena City 
Health Department, the Los Angeles 
County Health Department and the 
Pasadena Hospital. It is unfortunate 
that this life was sacrificed to this 
preventable disease. A similar death 
of a child occurred in Los Angeles 
City recently. Until such time as 
the general public cooperates with 
authorities in the control of dogs, 
these deaths of children will continue 
to occur. Stray dogs, specially, must 
be brought under control, if rabies is 
to be removed as a menace to the 
children of California.

Crippled Children 
Show Improvement. 
The Supervisor of Crippled Children 
in November of 1927, made a survey 
of crippled children in one of the 
northern counties of the state where 
poliomyelitis had been exceptionally 
prevalent and where it had inflicted 


unusual damage. The survey revealed 
the following facts:

Number of poliomyelitis deaths 13

Number needing physiotherapy 10 

A reexamination of nine of these 
ten children then in need of muscle 
training, massage, etc., was made in 
June of 1928. It was found that eight 
of them showed marked improvement, | 
the instructions of the supervisor to 
the mothers of these children having 
been carried out. One child showed 
no improvement, the detailed instruc- 
tions not having been carried out. 


Study Methods of 
Sewage Disposal. 


A sewage treatment plant of ex- 
ceptional design has been completed 
recently at Santa Cruz. The city’s 
sewage is deposited into the Pacific 
Ocean, under permits from the State 
Board of Public Health, at. a point 
two miles off shore. Artificial sell- 
cleaning screens are used for the re- 


moval of objects that would otherwise 
float upon the surface of the oceati, 
creating a nuisance. 
Two cities of the state, Roseville 
and Gilroy, are now using separate 
sludge digestion in their sewage dis- 
posal plants. ‘This method is de- 
signed to eliminate frothing and odors 


Sun Suits 
For Children. 
we The Bureau of Home Economics of 
0 the U. S. Department of Agriculture 

- has recently issued a leaflet which 

gives directions for making “sun suits” 
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arising from the Imhoff tanks and 
makes the manipulation of sludge di- 
gestion more satisfactory. San Luis 
Obispo and Chico are planning the 
adoption of the same method. 

In an effort to improve the sewage 
dispieual plant at Tulare, a cooperative 


city, under the terms of which two 
representatives of the Bureau of 
Sanitary Engineering of the State De- 
partment of Public Health are sta- 
tioned at Tulare for a period of two 
months, for the purpose of studying 
local sewage disposal problems. The 
city will pay their transportation and 
living expenses. The problems being 
studied are (1) the scientific arrange- 
ment of the city sewer farm, (2) the 
investigation of sludge digestion, (3) 
experimentation with heavy chlorina- 
tion of creamery and cannery wastes. 
The last named procedure has proved 
successful in the state, recently, in the 
removal of odors from creamery 
wastes. 

The organization of the California 
Sewage Works Association was effec- 
ted during June. Fifty-one represen- 
tatives of various cities of the state 
were present. 
cerned particularly with the operation 
of sewage disposal plants and the 
elimination of faults due to injudicious 
operation. It is affiliated with the 
Federation of State Sewage Works 
Associations and will receive the 
natural benefits that come through 
reciprocal exchange of reports.
